The reply filed on 9/22/2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The amendment to the claims, for 
example and particularly, in deleting the species of the release of an intracellular signal, 
in favor of the species of cellular chemotaxis, (see, claims 28, 144, and 1 59; and the 
Reply, entered 9/22/2006, at p. 14 clarifying that the claimed invention is for inducing 
"cellular chemotaxis"), appears to change the elected species, and so the amendment is 
non-responsive. In the Election of Species, entered 3/4/2004, at p. 27, elected the 
species of biological response that is the release of intracellular signal, (species B4 
versus B1, from the list on p. 8 of the Requirement for Restriction/Election, mailed 
9/4/2004). Because applicant's amendments to the claims in effect cancel applicant's 
elected species, applicant's amendment to the claims is rfon-responsive. See 37 CFR 
1.111.
